At the same time, he praised the fight 
of the Palestinian Arabs who, he said, 
Since last summer “have taken their own 
fate in their hands in a new confrontation 
with colonialist oppression.” He said Tu- 

-nisia “wishes to speak highly of this resis- 
tance, of ths action which seems to have 
changed a fate which has been sealed. 
Tunisia wishes to state and reaffirm to 
those oppressed people that it supports 
them.” 

Bourguiba also warned that “as long as 
Jordanian, Egyptian and Syrian territories 
remain occupled, as long as the Middle 
Hast is traumatized by. the violence of yes- 
terday and anguished about the future, 

- the morals of universalism, which are the 
strength of our Charter, will remain 
violated.” 

Earlier Greek Foreign Minister Panayo- 
tis Pipinelis appealed to the Arab states 
and Israel to ‘show moderation and real- 
ism" and take advantage of the U.N. 
peace-making machinery to settle their 

conflict. 
Peace could not be brought about by 
eonquest and territorial aggrandisement, 
he said.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban, however. 
insisted that the peace plan must be ne- 
gotlated in direct talks.

The Foreign Minister told the 125-nation 
plenary that “Israel fs willing to seek ag- 
reements with each Arab state on secure 
and recognized boundaries within a frame- 
work of permanent peace.” He suggested 
that a “new effort” be made in the coming 
weeks to cooperate with the peace-seeking 
mission of Ambassador Gunnar Jarring. 

PRINCIPLES OF PLAN 

Mr. Eban proposed the following prin- 
ciples as part of an Israeli peace blue- 
print: 

“The situation to follow a cease-fire must 
be 4 just and lasting peace, duly negoti- 
ated and contractually expressed." In ad- 
dition to the establishment of agreed ter- 
ritorial boundaries, “we should discuss 
other agreed security arrangements de- 
signed to avoid the kind of vulnerable situ- 
ation which caused the breakdown of the 
peace in the summer of 1967.

U.S. would help guarantee 
Mid-East peace— Wiggins 


UNITED NATIONS. — The new American Ambassador to the U.N., Mr, James 
Wiggins, said yesterday that the U.S. is prepared to carry out its obligations as 
a member of the U.N. to help guarantee any Middle East peace settlement. He 
said the Middle East would be one of the main priority tasks in his new post, 
calling it “a matter of the utmost urgency.” 


The new U.S. chief delegata to the U.N. 
talked to reporters after meeting with 
special U.N. envoy Dr. Gunnar Jarring. 
Mr, Wiggins praised the Swedish diplomat, 
and warned that the U.N. could not expect 
him to continue his mission indefinitely 
uniess there was some prospect of success. 
“The time for movement in this area is 
now," 8 sald. ᾿ 
.He answered numerous questions from 

‘ reporters on the Middle Hast. On the ques- 

tion of joining with the other- Big Powers 
fn guarantesing compliance with any. Mid- 
dle East peace agreement, Mr. Wiggins 
replied that both as a member of the U.N. 
and.a permanent member of the Security 
Council, the U.S. had obligations in the 
field ‘of peace-making. “To that extent,” 
he said. the U.S. would help provide 
guarantees. 


LAUDS JARRING 


The Ambsssador urged Israel and the 
Arab states to take adventage of Dr. 
Jarring’s “skillful, dedicated experience,” 
to see that his efforts were brought to a 
fruitful conclusion “within a reasonable 
span of time.” To 8. reporter who noted 
speculation that Dr. Jarring was about 
ready to end his misaion because of its 
failure to make meaningful progress, Mr. 
Wiggins said that the UN. envoy “justi- 
fiably” wanted to see “some movement” 
and would not extend his efforts indefi- 
nitely. 

Asked if the U.S, would supply Phantom 
F-4 jet-fighters to Israel, he said: “We 
are interested at this juncture in saying 
and doing nothing at all that would in- 
terfere in any way with Ambassador Jar- 
Ting’s purpose. Our basic consideration is 
the success of his mission.” 


GUARANTEE FAVOURED 


The “New York Times" reported Mor- 
day that the Soviet Union, Britain and 
France have all said that they now favour 
.Some sort of guarantee for a Middle East 
settlement. Such 8 guarantee was set 
forth in the peace plan suggested to the 
U.S. by the Soviet Union last month. The 
newspaper said British Foreign Secretary 
Michael Stewart favours international sup- 
port for a settlement, though not meces- 
sarily in the form of a guarantee. 

The newspaper quoted informed diplo- 
mats at saying that the U.S. does not 
want to be placed in the position of vetoing 
such a system of guarantees, but that Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and other senior 
officials believe that such a guarantee 
would give the impression of an imposed 
settlement They would, the paper aaid, 
prefer the Israeli idea of direct negotia- 
tions.

The bodies of two Syrian soldiers, killed 
near Hisfin on the Golan Heights last Sa- 
turday, were returned yesterdsy after- 
noon. . : 

An ambulance of the International Red 
Cross based in Damascus crossed the bor- 
der at Ahmadiyeh, three-and-a-half kilo- 
metres north of Kuneitra. at half past two 
yesterday afternoon. Representatives of the 
Syrian Army had elected to remain on 
their side of the frontier but had sent two 
wreaths in the ambulance. 

Correspondent David Slav reports: 

‘The coffins were brought up in an Israel 
army command car and transferred to the 
waiting ambulance by members of the 
army chaplaincy responsible for the ar- 
rangements. As the ambulance was about 
to depart, an Israel officer rushed to it, 
and handed the Red Cross representative 


_tbhe wreaths, which he had forgotten in 


the Israeli ambulance. 

Before being given the bodies, the Red 
Cross representative signed a form stating 
that the two Syrian soldiers had been 
killed in Israel-held territory. 

The Red Cross representative also was 
shown death certificates from Rambam 
Hospital in Haifa, where the bodies hac 
been examined, indicating that the cause 
of death was by gunshot and that thr 
bodies had not been mistreated. He refuscd 
to take the certificates with him, saving 
that the Syrians would not accept ἃ docu- 
ment written in Hebrew. 

‘The ambulance proceeded to the Syrian 
checkpoint on the other side of the cease- 
fire line, From the Israel side, a Syrian 
Army delegation was seen waiting for the 
coffins, After a delay of about 30 minutes, 
during which it was thought the Syrians 
examined the coffins, the Syrian Army took 
the coffins away.

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6-point peace 
plan outlined 
by Humphrey 


WASHINGION (UPI). — Vice-President 
Hubert Humphrey 
six-point Middle Hast peace plan, 
effort to avoid a U.S.-Soviet confronta- 
tion in “that are2 of the world now 
emerging as the most explosive danger 
spot.” 

Mr, Humphrey said the final resolution 
depends on the will of the Arabs and 
Israelis, but he said the U.S. and the 
Soviet Unioa can help. He said “six ba- 
sic steps” must be taken in the Midd 
East: 


— “The existence of the State of Israel 
must be accepted by all of its neighbours. 

-- “The boundaries of all these coun- 
tries must he transformed into agreed 
and secure frontiers. 

— “The State of israel must have free 
navigational rights in all international 
waters, including the Suez Canal atid the 
Gulé of Aqaba. 

— “The arms race must be ended. 

—~ ‘The international community must 
assist in soiving the human tragedy posed, 
by the Arab refugees. 

— “The resources of the Middle East. 
Must be used for human and economic 
development rather than war and destruc- 
tion.” 

Mr, Humphrey's six-point plan is essen 
tially the same ag the five-point plan out- 
lined by President Johnson, who combined 
some of the points. Mr. Johuson, how- 
ever, called for withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from occupied Arab territory and 
an end to the Arab state of belligerency 
with Israel. 

Mr. Humphrey reafflrmed his support 
for sale of supersonic F4 Phantom jets 
to Israel — a point of difference with the 
Johnson administration. The administra- 
tion has long kept the matter under “re- 
view,” miaintaining Israel currently has 
sufficient military strength.

Rebel leader

KINSHASA. — President Joseph Mobutu 
has rejected an appeal for clemency by 
Pierre Mulele, a rebel leader who was 
Sentenced to death earlier Tuesday after 
ἃ military court deliberated for 15 hours.

) THe strangest thing about the U.S. pre- 


sidential ὁ eléction is that the really ‘im- 
portant question—what is it all about any- 
way?—is the one that somehow never 
seems to get asked. For the next month 
the balloons will continue to billow in the 
alr, the confetti to fall from the office 
windows, the embossed trinkets be pressed 
everywhere into uncommitted hends; but 
at the end of it all, when the posters come 
down and the debris is swept away, what 
exactly will it be In terms of policy that 
the American people have decided? 

The first Jesson that any European has 
to Jearn about American politics is that 
they are not “issue orlentated”—and that 
is certainly only too clear this-year. When 
exegovernor George Wallace of Alabama 
announces that “there's not a dime's worth 
of difference between those two big parties 
of a " he may speak the literal truth. 
For on Vietnam, on law and order, even 
on the piace of dissent in the nation’s 
political system, it is almost as if Hubert 
‘Humphrey and Richard Nixon had made 
ἃ compact together to regard fundamental 
disagreement as an un-American activity. 

There is scarcely an area of public policy 
in which Mr. Nixon and Mr. Humphrey 
do not make the same soothing noises. 
‘What division there is between them js 
not ideological or philosophical: it is purely 
personal—a, tweedle-dum-tweedle-dee argu- 
ment between the two of them as to who 
is the better qualified to occupy the White 
House. 

In normal times it might well be con- 
sidered reassuring that this should be the 
case—a reflection, as it were, of the es- 
sential stability of the American system. 
But in a period when the nation is in 
danger of being split asunder by war 
abroad and insurrection at home, it is 
almost unbelievable that ail that should 
pe golng on by way of political dialogue 
is a mouthing of clichés and a brewing of 
bromides. 


Timid effort 


. It is also—as the success of the Wallace 
campaign has already proved-—highly dan- 
gerous. A democracy that has over 500,000 
of its young men pinned down 10,000 miles 
away, fighting a miserable war in Asia, 
derides its principles and mocks its ideals 
when none of its claiments for national 
leadérship can summon the courage to sub- 
ject the whole record and policy that led 
to the present impasse to the same kind 
of harsh and hard judgments that the 
failure of the Suez adventure ultimately 
produced in Britain. - 

This, in retrospect, was surely the real 
tragedy of Hubert Humphrey's timid and 
abortive effert to atake out a position of 
his own on Vietnam last week. Αἱ first 
hearing his television broadcast did, in- 
deed, sound as if at long last a serious 
effort was being made by someone to 
‘gvapple with the kind of questions that the 
“American electorate ou; to be required 
"ἴο pass judgment upon. But any subsequent 
detailed examination of what the Vice 
President said very soon revealed that his 
text was riddled with all the old bolt-holes, 
escape-hatches and get-away routes that

clan’s statements on Vietnam over the past 
This curious wariness towards commit- 
ment in either direction is now, ironically, 
threatened to extend to Governor Wallace. 
His face last Thursday on watching his new 
ruaning-mate, General Curtis LeMay, stub- 
bornly refusing to depart from his familiar 
line that in theory nuclear weapous should 
be usable in any American war, repre- 
sented an only-too-eloquent study in anx- 
jety and apprehension about what the old 
buffer would say next. * 

Vietnam 1s, in fact, a very good ex- 
ample of the level on which this election 
has been fought. For while Mr. Humphrey 
and Mr, Nixon have talked incessantly 
about “an honourable settlement,” they 
have never given a hint of how, in their 
view, it can be attained. Far from clarifying 
the issue, they can even confuse It. For 
while they both refuse to condemn Presi- 
dent Johnson's handling of the Paris nego- 
tiatious, each continues to suggest in his 
separate way that somewhere there are 
hidden reserves of American economic and 
diplomatic strength which—if brought to 
bear at the proper points—could surely be 
counted on finally to teach the North Viet- 
namese sense, 


Tough issues 


Nor do any of the candidates even touch 
on the really tough issues that lie ahead 
in the negotiations—the need to admit the 
failure of the Thieu-Ky regime, the kind 
of coalition government that ane day will 
have to be settled for, the recognition that 
all that can be negotiated ultimately is the 
timing and speed of an American with- 
drawal. Of course, all three candidates— 
especially Mr. Nixon and Mr. Humphrey— 
have . their stock, sententious answers to 
any such criticism; that for a presidential 
candidate the height of irresponsibility 
would he to say or suggest anything that 
might help the enemy's and embarrass the 
U.S.'s negotiators in Paris. 

Tt can, however, be argued that if pre- 
sidential candidates have a duty not to 
confide their precise plans to the enemy, 
they have at least an equal obligation—it 
they are asking, as they are, for the 
country’s trust—to take their own people 
into thelr confidence. And it is just that 
obligation—not just on Vietnam, but across 
the whole board-—that is being totally dis- 
regarded in the present campaign, 

Symbolically, the only concrete pledge to 
have come out of this election so far—Mr. 
Nixon's faintly-ninister promise to the men 
on Wall Street that, if elected, he would 
see to it that the powers of such Govern- 
Ment regulatory agencles as the Securities 
and Exchange Commission would be curbed 
—weas never even intended to form any 
part of a public policy statement. Instead, 
it went under private cover to a gratified 
selection of the nation’s stockbrokers, mer~- 
chant bankers and investment consultants— 
and one of the letters had to be discovered 
by “Che New York Times” for the topic 
to be brought into the domain of public 
discussion at all. " 

On being rumbled, Mr. Nixon's campaign 
Managers rather quaintly described the 
proposal as covering altogether too much 
of “a narrow policy area” to have been

ver be the same after Paul Vi, main- 
ly because he has altered the way they 
can live in the world and rule jn Rome. 

Paul's two major innovations are ex- 
tensive trips outside the Vatican and re- 
form inside its walls. They are the basis 
for his change in papal style and Petrine 
power. They affect or colour most of 
his other achievements. They are two 
big breakthroughs in a five-year reign. 
otherwise mainly speat in erecting old 
dogmas against new trends — such as 
bicth controk which Paul sees a5 
threatening the Church structure. 

Most dramatic, of course, are jet 
flights with the Pope on board as “an 
apostie on the move.” These have in- 
vested his reign with more meaning and 
prestige than anything else. The irreve- 
rent witticism, “Have Tiara, Wu Travel," 
suggests that papal voyages are both 
exciting and worthwhile. Indeed, the ad- 
vantages are so many that it js diffi- 
cult to see how any future Pope can 
ever stay home again, Among them: 

e@ World travel brings the Pope and 
the image of his Church to millions 
who would not otherwise stop, lock and 
listen. Further, Paul's tall figure in white 
conveys an image of moral sincerity, 
combined with a professional knowledge 
of public affairs. 
e Away from the Vatican, the Pope 
fInds ideal platforms for major talks.

e@ Global travel by ‘the Fope helps to 
blunt the image of his Church as 
“Roman” or “Italian.” 
@ On-scene contact with national hler- 
archies provides an opportunity ta 
bridge two increasingly strong forces in 
the post-conciliar Cnurch: Local auto- 
aomy versus ultimate papal authority. 
e <A “pilgrim” Pope, by nature of his 
role, is vested with a special sim- 
plicity, rendering him ecumenically more 
acceptable in delicate contacts between 
separated churches. Paul's first meeting 
with Orthodox Patriarch Athenagoras was 
made possible hy his trip to Israel and 
Jordan, Jaying a hasis for their later 
meetings in Istanbul and Rome. 
@ <A Pope outside the Vatican is free 
of court ritual and Curia channels, 
and so can deal directly with local issues 
and problems of his far-flung Church. 

Besides these pastoral and political rea- 
sons for papal travel, there iy also a per- 
sonal oue — especially applicable to Paul. 
Those of us who accompany him on his 
trips witness thelr remarkable effect upon 
the man. Paul the Popé bcomes Paul 
the Pastor. The roar of millions seems to 
strip him of papal uttire, transforming 
him into a simple priest among his peo- 
ple, He strokes the heads of widows, 
fakes the hands of mothers, hugs little 
children, He smiles, he laughs, he weeps.

comes = servant of human beings. Thus 
a final polnt should be made for papal 
travel: It allows for internal renewal of 
the Pope as priest and pastor. 


So the trips put Paul the Pastor more 
directly in touch with his worldwide flock. 
Similarly, his reform of the Roman Cu- 
ria put Paul, Bishop of Rome, more direct- 
ly in command of the central govern- 
ment of his Church. Both actions are 
those of a general seeking closer contact 
with his troops in order to obtain better 
results from them. 


Paul's reshuffle of his Curia — that 
complex of congregations and offices 
needed by Popes to rum a monarchical- 
structured Church — has been described 
as democratic reform. Jt was not that 
at all, If anything, lt was the opposite. 
Before the “reform,” various congregations 
were run by cardinals and monsignori 
who held key posts of power from one 
papacy to the next. A new Pope could 
not easily dislodge any single office hold- 
er, let alone the whole Curia structure 
of close to 2,000 men. Paul fixed this 
by putting the Curla under his Secre- 
tariat of State and making the tenure 
of each major office renewable every 
five years. This had the effect of placing 
the entire Curia under the thumb of one 
man --- the Pope. 

It has obvious advantages — if the 
Pope 15 wise, alert and open-minded, It 
has serious disadvantages — if the Pope 
is too autocratic, self-centered, or de- 
velops senility and is “captured” hy 8 
small clique around him. This is not an 
impossible situation, 


‘Walled in’ 


Some believe Pope Paul has already 
been captured, Father Bernard Haring, 
well-known German moral theologian, re- 
cently declared that the Pope was “walled 
tin” by a small clique of men in the 
Curia who misied him into making his 
birth control edict — against the advice 
of the majority of experts. Father Har- 
jing’s speech to a Colorado religious 
institute carried the ring aud urgency of 
an historical moment in the Church cri- 
sts: “The successor of St. Peter must 
not fall into the hands of a small minor- 
tty. It is for love’s sake to him that 
we must now cry to the Church: ‘Rescue 
the Pope!" 

It was not new for a Pope to be pri- 
soner of his Curla, Even Pope John com- 
plained: “I'm in the sack here.” 

Paul's changes, however, were suppos- 
ed to make it impossible to put a Pope 
in 8. sack. Apparently they had failed to 
do that — and more, The old satrap sys- 
tem contained built-in protection against 
total power remaining in the hands of 
elther the Pope or the Curia. The diverse 
and often opposing heads of the Curla 
congregations previded a system of checks 
and balances. Yet under Paul's new rules, 
the tendency was to eliminate extremes. 
For example, right-wing Cardinal ΑἹ- 
fredo Ottaviani has been removed from 
the Holy Office (now Doctrine of the Faith) 
while liberal Cardinal Giacomo Lercaro

Personal diplomacy 


Paul had other, undisputed achieve- 
ments which — together with world 
travel and home reform — would insure 
him a place In history, These included 
his penchant for personal diplomacy and 
his attempts to foster Christian unity. 
He has ceaselessly pursued peace, espe- 
cially in Vietnam. And he has used his 
diplomatic training, often with dramatic 
Tesults, in dealings unknown to the pub- 
lic. For example, the successful exchange 
of prisoners between Israel and Egypt, 
following the Six Day War, was facill- 
tated through Paul's personal Intervention. 
Paul worked well in such an area. His 
moral welghi could be enormous — as 
when he stood before the assembled na- 
tions of the world at the United Nations 
crying out “No more war! Never again 
war!” 

The Pope had few, ff any, critics in 
this field because here he had a free 
hand and could speak with a voice of 
hope. Humanity hungered for such a voice 
-—- especially in recent years. z 

But when Paul used dogma to condemn 
and censor, he drew forth his enemies 
with their most critleal attacks. This was 
most evident in his birth control ban 
which caused worldwide revolt and plung- 
ed him inte a situation which 18. still 
not settled, In fact, a major crisis of 
obedience to the Pope is possible within 
the next few months,

Sir, — During 1963-1966, an Action- 
Research Project on “Street Club Work” 
among unaffiliated youth in four Tel Aviv 
suburbs was conducted by a well known 
social worker, Mr. Aryeh Leissner, to- 
gether with six field workers and two re- 
earch assistants, under the auspices of 
the Ministry of Soclal Welfare and the 
Tel Aviv Municipality, supported by: ἃ U.S. 
Welfare Department Grant. 

Following disagreement between Mr. 
Leissner and the Ministry as regards the 
conditions necessary for establishment of 
a “street club service’ in Israel, Mr. 
Leissner left Israel. 

The research project report was pub- 
lished in English under the title, “Re- 
search Project on Forces Acting in Street 
Corner Groups,” 1967, Ministry of Social 
Welfare, Jerusalem, Two Volumes, 410 
Pages.

ELS spotted me when I was eltting on 
the stone balustrade forty yards down- 
hill from the Church of the Nativity, 
waiting for my bus back to Jerusalem. 
The first thing I was aware of was a 
light baritone voice shouting “Hey!

I looked uphill and 
saw him a dozen paces off, alternately 
whirling his arms and pointing at me. 
He was dressed very modishly, in a pale 
blue sports shirt and near-matching 
chalky-blue trousers. When he came down- 
Ml and began pump-handling my arm, 
T noticed he was wearing a wrist-watch 
which looked very bright, very new. He 
was thickset, in his early twenties.

“Two years ago? Yes, yes, naturally, 
of course, two years ago! Am I right?"

“The pur- 
pose of the exhibition is to arouse interest 
in the breeding and keeping of pure-bred 
dogs whose character qualities are known 
in advance, especially those suited for 
guard duties, like the German Shepherd, 
Boxer, or the Schnautzer," he explained. 


About 60 per cent of the dogs now em- 
ployed by the Police have heen contributed 
by the public, in response to an appeal. 
The demand for dogs by the Army. and by 
border settlements is still not being met 
adequately. "A good watch dog will hear 
or smell] the approach of a stranger from 
8 distance of up to hundreds of metres. 
He will either bark or, if he 15 aggressive, 
will attack him," Mr. Rosenbaum explained.

Answering a challenge that the Ulpan 
did not necessarily prepare overseas stu- 
dents for the confrontation with Israeli 
students that will occur with the start of 
the academic year, Mias Blum points out 
that much of the study material is chosen 
with just this issue in mind.

White Russian Church 


challenges Moscow Mission

The Russian Church-in-Exile headquarters in New York. set up by White 
Russians following the 1917 revolution, are currently challenging the rights of 
the Moscow Patriarchate Russian Ecclesiastical Mission in Jerusalem over 
Russian religious premises under its control here. 


; The local legal representative of the 
(White) Russian Church, Ramallah lawyer 
Mr. Aziz Shehadeh, who has just returned 
from a three-week visit to New York. told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that his 
clients were sending the Israel Government 
a memorandum atating the legality of 
their claim. 

This memorandum was outlined last 
week by prominent legal advisers, he said, 
and denies the rights of the Moscow con- 
trolled Mission, 

The conflict between the two rival Rus- 
sian Missions arose after the Slx Day 
‘War. While the White Ruasian mission had 
been established in Jerusalem under the 
Mandate. it remained wholly in Jordan 
eontrolled territory and administered the 
Russian premises there. At the same time, 
followlng the recognition of Israel] by the 
U.S.S.R. the Moscow Patriarchate Mission 
Was set up to control Russian properties 
Taloly in West Jerusalem, 

Thus, as a result of the unification of 
Jerusalem in June, 1967, there now exist 
two Russian Missions In the city. In con- 
sequence the Moscow-controlled Ecclesias- 
tieal Mission protested against the exist- 
ence of the “duplicate” (White! Russian 
Mission, but the latter was, however, re- 
cognized by the Israel Ministry for Reli- 
gioug Affairs. Now the New York-based 
Mission has taken the initfative in the 
conflict with {ts rival. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry for Religious 
Affairs, which is quite aware of this ann- 
maloys situation, hag taken the stand that 
it insists on an ahbsnlute maintenance of 
the slatus que. but at the same time it is 
dxing the whole position with reference 
0 the Russian Church under the Turkish 
rul- and the disruption consequent upon 
war between Turkey and Russiv In 1914, 

In addition to approaches to the Ministry 
there arg indications that both parties 
are planning legal procedures against each 
other on the right to be the successors of 
the Czarist Russian Mission. The main 
hone of contention is the Russian pro- 
perties, and the i White} Church-in-Exile 
is reported to be determining its stand 
with regard to the payments made by the 
Israel Government to the Moscow Mission 
for the various properties in the country, 
which the latter has already sold to the 
State,

Israel bid 
to balance 


Argentine 
trade’ 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Reporter 

Israel hag voiced concern to Argentina 
over the sharp Imbalance of trade between 
the two countries. It ia felt in Jerusalem 
that Argentina has hindered Israel efforts 
to close the gap. 

The maln and virtually only Jarael im- 
port from Argentina is frozen beef. But it 
has been imported in large quantities, In 
1966 these imports amounted to $15m., and 
in 1967 to $10m. Israel's exports to Ar- 
gentina In these two years stood at 
$200,000 and $500,000. 

The issue has come to a head in recent 
days after the Argentine Government can- 
celled an international tender which was 
the Israeli electronics 
firm. It is understood the initfal contract 


. would have amounted to some $2.5m. 


After it became clear that Tadiran had 
offered the lowest bid and won the tender, 
the Argentine authorities decided to can« 
tel the tender, and are believed to have 
awarded the contract to Philips of Hol- 
land, whose original bid is said to have 
been almost twice as high as that of Ta- 
diran. 

Forelgn Ministry officials said yesterday 
that Israel has informed the Argentine 
Government of its “interest” in increasing 
exports to Argentine in order to balance 
the trade gap. It was pointed out that the 
Israel exhibit at the present Buenos Aires 
trade falr, which was totally destroyed 
last week in a fire-bomb attack, was part 
of this export effort. 

The officials denied that Israel has 
threatened to cut its imports of frozen 
beef from Argentine. It was pointed out 
that Israel will participate in an aeronau- 
tical exhibit which is to open in the Ar- 
gentine capital in the near future. 

AL the same time, it appears clear that 
Israel intends to press firmly for some 
Kind of Argentine action which will im- 
prove the uneven trade relations between 
the two countries. 


Dayan-for-premier 
groups, but Dayan 
said uninterested 


TEL AVIV. — Circles close to Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan last night reacted 
to an afternoon daily's report of the 
emergence of Dayan-for-premier groups 
by pointing out that the Minister was not 
interested in such an initiative. 

They said the group, allegedly desiring 
to aim at forming an all-party group ‘to 
back Mr. Dayan, had not sought his sanc- 
tion, They added that such an initiative 
could be wilfully misinterpreted at this 
time by various factiong in the Labour 
Party. 

The groups are said to be drawn from 
professional, academic and business circles 
who had in the past backed the Labour 
Party leadership and had opposed Rafi

The memorial was in- 
tended. to provide a link between past 
and future, Mr. Narkiss stated. 

The memorial was dedicated im the pre- 
sence of bereaved parents, former bri- 
gade members, Beersheba and Negev ci- 
tizens and others, by Sgan-Aluf Nahum 
Sarig. former commander of the Negev 
Brigade.

BG SAYS PEACE FAR OFF’ 


Jerusalem Poat Reporter 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion declared that Is- 
rael's chief aim and vision was peace, but 
because we are still surrounded by enemies, 
peace prospects were still far off. He 
warned against false illusions regarding 
peace hopes that were unfounded, 

The former Prime Minister was speak- 
ing at a television interview on the occa- 
sion of his 82nd birthday that was recorded 
at Sde Boker last Friday and shown last 
night. He said that one of the dangers 
facing Israel today was that Arabs would 
become the main labour force with Jew- 
ish labour gradually diminishing. 

Questioned on various appointments he 
had proposed while he was Prime Minister, 
he said that he had erred in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. ‘Pinhas Lavon as Defence 
Minister in December 1953 and in his pro- 
posal that Mr. Levi Eshkol succeed him aa 
Prime Minister over five years ago. 

Regarding Prime Minister Eshko!, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said that he had been an ex- 
cellent Finance Minister, which was the 
second important post after that of 
Premier and Defence Minister, but it 
turned out that Mr. Eishkol was only 2 


very good deputy commander and “deputy 
commanders do not alwaya make good

Queried whether Mr. Eshkol never- 
theless does not deserve credit for a 
number of important achievements during 
his Premiership, including the victory of 
the Six Day War, Mr. Ben-Gurion said 
this was the victory of the Israel Defence 
Forces, “It is not usual for a successful 
Prime Minister to be deprived of the 
Defence portfolio on the eve of a war,” Mr. 
Ben-Gurion noted. 

Regarding Mr. Lavon's performance as 
Defence Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion attri- 
buted what he considered his shortcomings 
to the fact that Mr. Lavon became an 
extreme “activist,” after receiving the 
portfolio. “This made him initiate activi- 
ties which even the Chief of Staff at the 
time (Mr. Moshe Dayan) declined to 
carry out,” Mr. Ben-Gurion said. He 
stressed, however, that Mr. Lavon was a 
superb debater and had heen perhaps the 
most outstanding Knesset Member in this 
respect.
